FOR LEVY-ON FORTUNES 


Would Subject Wealth Beyond 


$25,000 to Graduated Scale

•London.—-A capital levy on a gradu 


atocl acalo on fortune? from £5,000 
upwards, became an Integral part ot 
the British Labor party's program, 
when a long resolution dealing with 
national finance was adopted by the 
party conference In session In Queen'* 
Hall. 


Charles 0. Ammon, Labor member 


of parliament for Camborwell, In mov- 
ing tho resolution, said the capita! 
levy was the feeystono of tho whole 
future of Labor finance, and-Instead 
ot apologizing fo'r it the party was 
determined to keep It to the forefront. 


Tho resolution declares that tha 


policy ot Labor Is to redeem a sub 
stantlal portion of the British national 
debt by a levy on capital, with a sav 
lug In annual. Interest and sinking 
fund thereby being effected, together 
with other econmles, notably omar 
manienta, ind by tho taxation of land 
values. 


As'a result of the lovy, the resolu
